Milwaukee—The Milwaukee North- 


ern company, with assets in excess of 
$4.000,000, will be taken over by the 
North American company, according 
to John I. Beggs, president of the 
Milwaukee Electric Railway and Light 
company, and owner and director In 
other utilities concerns. 


Mr. Beggs says the transfer to the 


North American company has not yet 
taken place, but it will be arranged 
soon. 
He explains that the purchase 


will not change the personnel in any 
way but will merely involve the buying 
of the stock and control of the com- 
pany. 
The chief line of the Milwau 


kee Northern, operating an interur- 
han electric line, comprises 57 miles 
from Milwaukee to Sheboygan. 


Gross earnings of the company have 


been in excess of $600,000 a year and 
ret in the neighborhood of $200,000 a 
year. 
Its total securities outstanding 


are $3,737,000. including bonds, pre- 
ferred and common stocl. •. 


Purchase ,of the Milwaukee North- 


ern by the North American company 
will virtually mean unified control for 
all electric lines radiating from Mil- 
waukee, excepting the Chicago and 
North Shore line, which is an inter- 
state railroad 
With the interurban 


system to all cities within a nearby 
radius, Mr. Beggs also has 
electric 


lines in the Fox River Valley, 
con- 


trolled by the Wisconsin 
Traction, 


Light, Heat and Power 
company, 


•which connect Neenah, Menasha. Ap- 
pleton and Kaukauna 
With a few 


connecting links Mr Beggs and 
his 


company will contral electric 
roads 


which will tap the entire eastern sec- 
tion of the state, including all the lake 
shore counties extending to the north- 
ern end of the Fox River T'alley and 
going west and southwest far into the 
Interior of the state.

United States was lowered that the 
bank rate here would do likewise, 
but hope for this vanished with the 
tightening condition? in the money 
market and the collapse of mark ex- 
change as well as heavy borrowing by 
the government from the Bank of En- 
gland. 


The government has since repaid 


virtually all this indebtedness and as 
thp foreign exchange situation is ad- 
mittedly less strained the bank has 
given traders further help by taking 
one half of one per cent of the min- 
imum. The reduction also is expect- 
ed to stimulate the buying of gov- 
ernment securities on the stock ex- 
change, 


New York—Lowering of the Bank 


of England's rediscount rate Thurs- 
day from 3V6 to 3 per cent came as a 
surprise to local bankers, who be. 
leve that the Now York federal re- 
serve bank will soon cut Its present 
rate of 4 per cent. 


Shortly after the London bank low- 


ered its rate from 4 to 3'^ per cent 
on June 15 the local reserve bank cut 
ts rate from 4% to 4 per cent and 
several other reserve banks through- 
out the country followed suit. With- 
in the past few weeks rediscount- 
ing optipns within the federal re- 
serve have expanded about 8,000,000. 
a large part of which has taken place 
n the local reserve bank.

LAW MISUNDERSTOOD

Chiefly because strikers in the past 
have not understood the laws which 
they are violating. 
Most of the lead- 


ers seem to be under the Impression 
that moving th« mails Is essential but 
if other trains are stopped or delayed 
there is no penalty. 
The opposite is 


true for the laws of the United States 
are just as explicit with reference to 
the movement of passenger and freight 
trains as mail carriers. 


Perhaps the best exposition of the 


law which the strikers are confronted 
with was given by Judge Ross in his 
famous charge to the grand jury in 
Los Angeles just 28 years ago 
this 


month In connection with the Debs 
strike. 
He said: 


"A railroad which is a link In 


through line of road for the transpor- 
tation of freight and passjngers into 
another state from other states and 
from that state to other states is en- 
gaged in the business of Interstate 
commerce, and every organization or 
conspiracy in restraint of such trade 
or commerce is by statute declared to 
be illegal, and all persons so combin- 
ing and conspiring are by law guilty 
of the commission of a crime. Con- 
gress has passed laws to regulate 
such commerce, and has provided pun- 
ishmsnt in a certain prescribed way." 


The same judge added a reference 


to the 
conspiracy 
statutes which 


make anyone convicted of a conspir- 
acy to break the laws of the United 
States liable to a fine of $10,000 or to 
imprisonment for not more than two 
years. 


TROOPS READY 


The Harding administration is about 


to apply the same broad principals of 
law in securing the uninterrupted pas- 
sage of trains from state to state. 
The marshals and deputy marshals 
in the past have called for troops to 
help them out. 
Telegrams from all 


parts of the United States Indicate 
that grave apprehension exists in 
many railroad centers as to whether 
the marshals can cops with the situ- 
ation 
Federal troops are being held 


in readiness for service. 


Within the next 24 hours the crisis 


In the strike situation may be ex- 
pected but present indications are that 
the use of federal troops alone will al- 
lay the fears of the workers who are 
ready to run trains but who think the 
strikers will do them violence.

Time after time I have been asked 


by citizens regarding what is meant 
by "city zoning." 
When I suggest 


that they obtain 
this 
information 


from the city plan commission, the 
usual comeback is, "I understood that 
the chamber of commerce was in- 
formed on all civic and city prol> 
lems." 


Here then is my answer to "What 


is city zoning." In giving this defin- 
ition, I want to make it clear that 
I am making no claim for original- 
ity. I am simply giving a definition 
obtained out of books and pamph- 
lets on city planning and zoning. 


In this reading I learn that zoning 


is the application of common sense 
and fairness to the public regulations 
governing the use of private real es- 
tate. It is an earnest and honest ef- 
fort to provide each 
district 
and 


neighborhood as nearly as practica- 
ble with just such protection and lib. 
erty as are sane and sensible in that 
particular district. 
It avoids the er- 


ror of tr>ing to supply exactly the 
same building regulations to every 
part of the city regardless of wheth- 
er it is a suburban residential sec 
tion or a factory district and a busi- 
ness and retail diFti ict. 
It fosters 


civic spirit by creating: confidence in 
the justice and stability of the pro- 
tection afforded. 


EVERYONE HAS CHANCE 


Zoning gives every one who lives 


or does business in a community a 
chance for a reasonable enjoyment 
of his rights. At the same time it 
protects him from unreasonable in- 
jury by neighbors who would seek 
private gain at his expense 
Zoning 


regulations differ in 
different dis- 


tricts, according to the determined 
uses of the land for residence, busi- 
ness or manufacturing, but these clif 
fenng regulations are the same for 
all districts of the ?ame tvpe. They 
treat all men alike. I believe it was 
Professor Smith, our city planner, 
who to illustrate the need for zon- 
ing, said:

•wage standards fixed by the United 
•States Railroad Labor board for shop 
vemployes are lower than they should be.

The fact that the rates of wages estab- 


Jished by the Labor Board are consider- 
lably higher than the men were paid in 
|1917 does not of itself prove that the 
j-wages are as much as they should be. 
[We think it will be genially admitted 
that all wages were too low prior to the 
war. 
Furthermore, it would be impossi- 


ble as well as undesirable to return to 
jpre-war conditions, and it is therefore 
jnot right to conclude that because wages 
(today are higher than they were then 
jihat they are necessarily liberal or high, 


i 
Wage standards are of course a rnat- 


rter of opinion. The opinion will vary 
faccording to self-interest, information and 
(the 
temperamental attitude. 
The labor 


> board is not infallible. 
It may be right 


jand it may be wrong. The wage question 
lis susceptible of a wide variety of idpas. 
Blost of the ideas depend upon the foun- 
dation on which they rest. 
Mr. Ford's 


;ideas about wages are radically different 
jthan those of most of our great corpora- 
tion heads, yet he has been mninpntly snr- 


', cessful. 
Likewise his ideas about rail- 


Toading differ greatly from those of most 
railway heads, yet it remains to be seen 
•whether he is not as successful in the rail- 
jroad as he is in the automotive industry, 


j 
Whatever the basis on which we predi- 


icate wages, it will be generally agreed 
;that railroad employes should be among 
'the highest paid in the country. We do 
'not and never have believed that the wag- 
•«s paid by railroads have had anything to 
'do with railway insolvency or with in- 
ability to operate profitably. We think 
ithe cause of railway troubles lie far deer»- 
'cr than wages. The railroad problem is 
•one of efficiency in management and oper- 
ation primarily. The difficulties atfpnd- 
ing both go back in their origin to finan- 
cial mishandling, over-capitalization and 


j other abuses heaped upon them by specu- 
lators and money lenders in the ypars 
gone by. 
They have also bepn the vic- 


tims of excessive regulation and other 
•burdens impost by statute. 


'While our sympathies are with the rail- 


Toad men in their efforts to hold up wasr- 
es. they must face facts as they are and 
.temporarily at least make the best of 
them. 
The railroad labor board has or- 


clered a reduction in wages'of the shop em- 
jployes. 
This decision was based on an 


exhaustive investigation, and the eompo- 
{fcition of its membership makes the find- 
lings essentially those of arbitration. 
The 


rlabor board is a legally constituted body 


i and its decisions are binding in the sense 
!that President Harding points out in the 


i proclamation issued by himself and Secre- 
'tary Hughes. In this proclamation Mr. 


i Harding ma.kes it clear that "men who 
choose to accept employment under the 


i terms of the decision, and who havr- the 
same indisputable right to work that 
others have to decline to work.'' will be 
protected with the power of the federal 
government, which is determined to see 
that interstate commerce and the transpor- 
tation of mails are not interfered with. 
The president is. of course, right in the 
position he has taken and the country will 
sustain him. So far as the men on strike 
are concerned, it means simply this, that 
If the strike is continued for any Ipngth 
' of time the places of these men will be 
taken by others and the government will 


, protect both the railroads and these new 
1 employes. Resistance by the strikers will 
b« useless. Violence will accomplish noth- 
;iag. Not only-would it be put down and 
1 punished, but it would turn public &ympa- 
Ithy against the strikers and against rail- 
Toad unions in general. 


If the railroads agree to Etop contract- 


ing their shops to outsiders, the men will 


1 »erve their interest!, w« think, bv goiug 


back under protest 011 the best terms 
they can secure from the government and 
the rnilronds. 
They may be sure of this, 


that if the issues of the strike are not sot- 
tied fairly they will be forced to a right 
decision sooner or later. 
li" justice is 


with their cause and they cannot secure 
it from the labor board, the labor board' 
will be legislated out of existence and 
some other agency set up in its place. 
For the present the men must above all 
keep within the law and preserve order. 
If they insist 
upon 
remaining 
out, 


the strike must be conducted peacefully/ 
and lawfully. 


COAL-STRIKE ARBITRATION 


President Harding's summary direc- 


tions to the coal-mine operators and work- 
ers that they must arbitrate, or the mining 
properties will be seized and run by the 
government, may impress them as being 
despotic. On the other hand, it must be 
clear to them that the government must 
take steps to end a quarrel which is no 
nearer settlement than when it began, and 
to obviate a fuel famine and its disastrous 
consequences. 


Again and again the operators and 


workers havp been warned that the pub- 
lic has a tangible interest in the coal 
mines. They have been warned that, coal 
deposits being a natural resource, the 
public had real title in them, and the gov- 
ernment would be more than justified in 
taking whatever steps might be necessary 
to provide the people and commerce with 
fuel. 


Business is swinging fast to normal, 


and it would be still nearer normal if 
progress had not been obstructed by the 
coal strike in the mining districts and the' 
textile strike in the east. Employment is 
increasing and crop indications are most 
favorable, forecasting a balance between 
demand and supply in auturn. Were the 
coal strike to be prolonged beyond four 
weeks, there would bf another period of 
unemployment, with lessened demand for 
output of the farms, and possibly renewed 
depression during autumn and winter. 


C'nal should be moving right now into 


all sections of the north and west, which 
receive their supply from the central part 
of the United States, and householders 
everywhere should be storing up coal. 
Transportation and storing usually begin 
June 1st. The immense, crops and great- 
ly increased business will tax the facili- 
ties of the railroads during the autumn. 
If the coal strike is protracted, necessitat- 
ing movement of coal at the same time in 
large quantities, there will be a shortage 
of locomotives and equipment. 


As to the strike itself, the issues have 


to be settled on th^ir merits, and perma- 
nently. 
It will not do to let either the 


operators or miners get an advantage. 
There should be a settlement absolutely 
fair to both, a settlement which would be 
satisfactory and lasting. 
The president 


has in his proposal for an arbitration com- 
mission offerer! a way to such a settle- 
ment. The business and farming interests 
and the people generally will back up the 
president. 
In fact, the president is do- 


ing exactly what the people e^tj£pt of 
him.

My sister lives on a farm 
and has fresh milk right at her door. I have four 
children, my baby being a month younger than 
my sister's and weighing fourteen pounds, so 1 
think there must be something wrong about the 
feeding of her baby. 
Of course my babies have 


all been breast fed. My sister's baby is so very 
constipated and seems to have so much gas 
She asked me what she had better feed the baby. 
I should think fresh cow's 
milk better, but 
I 


should never attempt to tell even my own sister 
what to feed a baby, for I think if a doctor's ad- 
vice is ever essential it is in just this matter of 
baby feeding.
